Fhui  of  Control 

Tho  <  Mincll  alMo  decided  by  reaolu- 
tlon  that  the  dlaarmamant  oommlnloB 
of  the  Laofue  prepare  a  datalMd  plan 
of  control  In  caaa  tba  Council  decided 
to  Uka  orer  mUltair  control  of  any 
oountriea  from  tba  later- Allied  board

Believed  by  Chief  Fry  to  Be  Man  Wanted  by  Milwaukee 
Police  in  G>nnection  With  the  Murder  of  Seven-Day  Bride  on 
HooeynooB  to  Victoria  in  Automobile 


\/lCTORIA  police  believe  that  tho 
'  George  Cummlngn  wanted  in 
.Milj\auki'o  in  (onnectlon  with  iho 
nitiidor  of  his  <iixiy-year-old  bride  on 
Juno  1  .'>  was  until  a  few  daya  ago  a 
resident  of  Victoria.  Thia  contention 
is  baaed  largely  on  the  diacovery  in 
the  Victoria  Poatofflce  of  mall  ad- 
dreaaed  to  him,  bearing  the  date- 
line of  Qrand  Rapide.  Mich.,  where 
the  murdered  woman  waa  living  be- 
fore the  wedding  -  the  culmination  of 
a  matrimonial  agency  courtship.

And 
the  trouble  la  that  nobody-— except 
Premier  Oliver,  of  eourse,  who  haa 
made  sure  everything  will  be  all  rigrhi 
by  kissing  all  th"  girls  of  voting  age 
who  |i\.'  ill  ih'-  Interior  nobody 
really  kii>ws  what  the  free  and  in- 
dependent electorate  Is  going  to  take 
it  into  lla  head  to  do.  Not  that  you 
would  euapect  as  much,  If  you  took 
any  stock  in  these  pcrfervid  membe^a 
of  the  great  cognoacentl.  Only  no- 
body doc^  take  any  of  that  Htock.

Meanwhile,  the  rumor  goes  that 
Premier  Oliver  would  never  have 
gone  to  the  country  If  he  had  known 
there  was  going  to  be  hk  much  tact- 
leasneas,  and  unscrupulousness,  and 
a  perfectly  devillah  dealre  to  put  in- 
convenient queatlona.

record,  of  which  the  least  said  would 
be  jiooneat  mended,  If  only  you 
had  thought  of  It  in  lime. 

Thus  there  i>«  1he  Prt(\ince  news- 
paper, exhibiting  the  mo.-^t  utterly 
callous  disregard  for  all  the  finer 
feelings  u'  the  Pure  and  Unsullied 
Admlniateiitlon.  Bo  far  from  regard- 
ing the  result  of  the  election  as  the 
Rood  old  walkover  predicted  b>  the 
Premier  ind  hifi  followern.  The  Prov- 
in.i'  i'-  l.iMlew*  cnnijRh  to  expect  that 
the  (Jrani  Old  Liberal  Lot  will  prob- 
ably find  Itself  a  Grand  Little  Liberal 
Minority  next  Saturday,  with  not 
enough  members  elected  to  the  Houm 
to  form  a  Government,  and  to  go 
ringing  f.nwn  the  halls  of  time  on 
Its  record  and  all  ihat.  And  the 
utterly  taci|e«s  and  inconsiderate 
Province  newnpaper  suggests  that  the 
beet  way  out  of  things  is  (or  the 
Conservative  and  Provincial  partlee 
to  form  R  eoalltlon.  and  to  carry  on 
Juat  a.  If  there  had  never  been  a 
Heaven-Sent  I^eader  at  the  head  of 
a  Nice  Little,  Minority  with  a  record 
that  would  have  been  Indenlrurl  Ible 
If  the  wrong-headed  democracy  had 
not  aniffed  at  It  and  decided  that  It 
did  not  amell  good.

Victoria  voters  who  may  thus  find 
themaelvei  under  the  pains  and  pen- 
alties of  :he  Klectlon  Act  are  vari- 
ously entimatcd  to  range  In  nuint>er8 
from  fifty  to  four  hundred.  The 
ponsibllity  of  poat-election  trouble 
has  been  pointed  out  to  the  eAclals 
of  the  Attomey-Oeneral's  Depart- 
ment; and  In  order  at  once  to  comply 
with  the  act  and  to  prevent  disfran- 
chisement of  persons  registered  In 
dupllcaic  it  1.^  proposed  to  Invoke 
the  provisions  of  Section  ^Z^  of  the 
Act.  by  which  the  reglatrar  of  voters 
la  required  to  issue  a  certificate  of 
transfer,  upon  written  reeaeat  of  the 
pcrnon  concerned. 

What  Statute  I  .ays  Down 
Section  7«  of  the  Election  Act,  the 
section  which  la  immediately  con- 
cerned, was  drafted  to  prevent  dupll- 
oate  votln.'T,  either  In  two  polling  di- 
vialona  of  one  riding,  or  In  two  sep- 
arate ridings,  by  means  of  du|)iicate 
registration  on  the  voting  list.  Where, 
as  In  thi»  present  case,  the  duplicate 
registration  is  not  dellherate.  aad 
arises  through  inadvertence  or  care- 
ISMness.  it  ia  likely  to  ooenr  only  In 
the  three  eitlea  of  Victoria.  Vancou- 
ver and  New  Weatminater,  where 
citlsena  may  vote  only  In  the  polling 
divisions,  or  '  so-called  wards.

It  Is  p-.>*nted  out  In  the  Attorney- 
c.enerara  office  that  the  reaponaibll- 
ity  for  duplicate  registration  1.  en- 
tirely that  of  the  peraon  s<>  regis- 
tered. When  an  elector  registers  he 
makes  affidavit  that  he  is  not  al- 
resdy  registered  on  the  voters'  list  of 
any  rijing  and  It  follows  that  any- 
l  ody  who  Is  registered  on  more  than 
one  list  has  awera  to  a  falae  state- 
ment. 

The  fact  that  thi.  difficulty  haa 
arisen  In  the  great  majority  of  in- 
stances through  carelessness,  and  not 
with  Intent  to  commit  fraud,  is  recog- 
nised by  the  official.s  of  the  Covern- 
ment;  and  it  is  proposed  that  it  may 
be  overcome  by  invoking  Section  27 
of  the  Act.  although  the  purpow  of 
I  his  Mctlon  waa  only  to  facilitate  the 
tranafer  of  regtotratloa  of  voters  from 
one  riding,  or  polling  division  of  a 
riding,  to  another  riding  or  polling 
division,  ir  case  i  of  per'nns  w  ho  have 
changed  iheir  residence  since  the 
last  eeeaaion  of  their  reglatratlon.

British 
Columbia  at  this  or  at  any  perioa  in 
its  affairj,  and  particularly  now,  wants 
Strong  administration   and   that  can 
only  be  furnished  by  slfsdy  purpose 
and   by  a  Government   represent  ng 
the  will  of  the  majority.   Those  v  ho 
divide  their  allegiance    in  marking 
their  ballot  papers    on    Friday  arc 
nullifvinn        object  which  should  be 
held  as  of  paramouitt  consideration, 
namely,  the  placing  in  power  of  an 
adminiitratlon  which,  because  of  its 
honiOfenity,  can  put  into  effect  cuur- 
ageoaa  <uuL  couatrurtfare  poUdM.  We 
do  not  wint  a  coalition  govemnirnt 
in  British  Columbia  siaee  a«ch  means 
inevitably  policies  of  vieillation,  M 
such  has  meant  wherever  coalition 
has  been  attempted.

It 
has  attracted  to  itscU  some  of  the 
best  type-,  of  our  citizens,  and  it  has 
also     beer,     entered   by   those  dis- 
gruntled people  who  have  failed  to 
gather  vany  of     the     fruits  of  office 
from   either  of   the   major  political 
parties  in  the  Province.  It  is  a  mixed 
gatherin.7   of   elements  which  have 
coalesced  for  the  purpose  of  an  elec- 
tion campaign,  but  which,  it  is  safe 
to  say,  could  not  coalesce  for  the 
purpose  o'  government     In  any  case 
there  is  no  indication  that  the  I'ro- 
vincials  Cv>uld  command  a  majority 
vote  thr-iughout  the  Prnvincc  or  that 
they  could  elect  a  sufficient  member- 
ehip  to  the  Legislature  to  form  a 
Government.    Their    leaders  realize 
this  and  their  object  for  the  time  bc- 
.    ing  is  to  make  it  difficult,  if  not  im- 
possible, for  either  Conservatives  or 
Liberals    to    form    a  Government, 
whichever  of  these  two  has  the  larg

^ciMiwc   Governinent    to    jjowcr  in 
British  Columbia.    Time  and  again 
under    flit    present     Liberal  regime 
delegations    have    approached  the 
Government  on  this  question   of  a 
readjustment.    I.ui    the    burden  of 
advice  tendered   by    i'remier  Oliver 
to  manicipal  heads  is,  to  use  his  own 
term,  that  "they  must  stew  in  their 
own  juice."    He  has  refused  f..  have 
a  financial  survey  of  the  present  re- 
spective sources  of  taxation  and  is 
impervious    t'>    fh.'   plain    fact  that 
while  upwards  of  80  per  cent  of  the 
population   of  British   Columbia  is 
within   municipal  area>,   that  80  per 
cent,  from  the  standpoint  ^f  raising 
aeaakipal  revenues,  is  restricted  to 
the  one  main  source  of  taxation — of 
land  and  improvements  on  the  land. 
There  are  minor  sources  of  revenues 
which  municipalities  enjoy  but  in  the 
aggregate  they  are  umall  compared 
with  the     money     which     must  l>o 
raised  from  land  owners.   The  result 

of  the  heavy  burden  which  has  had  to 
be  placed  on  such  owners  is  apparent 
in  the  amount  of  land  which  has 
reverted  to  municipalities,  in  the  giv- 
ing up  of  the  struggle  by  so  many 
to  keep  up  their  share  of  taxation  and 
in  the  migration  of  such  large  num- 
bers of  our  'people   to    the  United 
States.    These  condit  ions  have  de- 
veloped, for  one  reason,  because  tl^ere 
is  not  a  proper  distribution  of  the 
sources  of  taxation  as  between  the 
Province    and .  tfcf  mi«»;<.^.fi;^i>. 
JudK'ii;;  by  the  Experience  of  the 
past  there  is  no  hoM  df  any  adjust- 
mem.  while  the  Liberal  Government 
retains  office. 

Any   impariial    investigation  into 
Provincial   finances  and   then  rela- 
tion to  the  needs  of  municipalities, 
within  the  confines  of  whi>  h  over  80 
per  cent  of  our  people  dwell,  could 
not  /ail  to  recommend  a  redistribu 
tion  of  the  sources  of  revenue  on  a 
more  equitable  bskis  than  now  main 
tains.    This  is  a  problem   that  is 
often  lost  .sight  of,  but.  where  the 
prosperity   of   British    Columbia  is 
concerned,  it  is  inextricably  bound 
up  with  the  question  of  prosperity. 
We  are  now  the  victims   of  unjust 
taxation.    It  is  unjust  as  imposed  by 
the    Province  ao  far^  as  it  stops 
initiative  and  enterprise.     It   is  un 
just  as  imposed    by    both  Province 
and  municipalities  so  far  as  it  forces 
people  to  leave  British  Columbia  to 
seek  the  means   of  .  livelihood  else- 
where.   The  present  distribution  of 
taxation  i*  economically  unsound  be- 
cause in   municipalities  it  is  forcing 
land  out  of  private  ownership  and 
thus  depleting  the  main  source  of 
revenue   which    is    left    to  municipal 
authoritie*.    it  i*  unsound  because  it 
involves  such  hardships  as  to  force 
people  to  go  elsewhere  rather  than 
submit  to  the  taxes.  From  the  Provin- 
cial standpoint  taxation  is  heavy  be- 
cause expenditures  are  wasteful.  In 
any  policy  of  economy  which  public 
opinion  will  eventually  force  on  the 
authorities  it  is  essential  that  there 
should  i>e  a  readjustment  of  taxation 
as  levied  by  the  I'rovince  and  muni- 
>  <l>alities. 

For  years  past  during  the  COHfSa 
of  every  session   municipal  authofo 
ities  have  appeared  before  the  Gov- 
ernment seeking  financial  relief.  All 
that  has  been  afforded  in  the  way 
of  a  shars  in  liquor  profits,  in  motor 
licence  fees  and  in  hospital  grants 
hardly  touch  the  fringe  of  a  solution 
to  the  problem.    The  municipalities 
do  not  want  doles  from  the  Provin- 
cial Government     They  want  to  be 
put  on  a  basis  where  they  may  be- 
come   self-supporting    by  taxation 
powers  which  will  not  impose  undue 
hardships  on  any  section  of  the  pop- 
ulation.  This  is  the  problem  as  be- 
tween the  Province  and  the  munici- 
palities.   It  .  is  one    that    has  been 
given    careful  consideration  by  the 
Conservatives.    It  is  one  that<4s  not 
regarrfed  as  serious  in  any  way  by 
the  present  Government  since  it  is 
recalled  that  Premier  Oliver'a  dietnm 

is  that  municipalities  should  "-tew  in 
their  own  juicc,    Un  the  many  counts 
ua  the  basis  of  which  the  Conservs 
tives  shor'd  be  given  an  opportunity 
to  show   what   they  can  tlo  to  in 
crease  profperity  in  British  Colum 
bia  and  ,,ut  a  period  to  the  exodui 
of  our  population  to  other  lands  one 
is  the  re.idjustment  of  taxation  pow 
ers  as  between  the  Province  and  the 
Tnnnicipslities       That  readjustment 
would  '  be  a  logical^  consequence  of 
bustncss-lihe    effoita    to  'promote 
drastic  economy  in  handling  tl|e  pro 
cccds.  of  the  Provincial  eseftt^er.

How  the  Oliver  Oovernment  had 
increaaed  payrolls,  was  the  eubject 

taken  by  Mr.  J.  Hlnchllffe  in  hia 
address.  He  had  obaerved,  he  said, 
tho  flarlt  (T  an<i  expensive  po.sters 
plaMored  on  \'ictorla  billboards  by 
the  l.ibenls.  which  said  In  |)art  If 
you  want  bigger  payrolls,  vote  Lib- 
eral." He  had  been  atnick  by  the 
atrange  ineonalstency  between  the 
appeal  and  oondltiona  aa  they  actual- 
ly exiated  throughout  the  Province.

Public  School  Syiwcm 
Sir, — I  notice  In  the  public  press 
that  the  Government  hag  appointed 
a  commission  to  tbbrouv&ly  investi- 
gate tha  pubUe  aehool  ayatam  of 
Brltlah  Columbia  with  a  vlaw  to  Im- 
prora  onr  achoolg.  tuid  In  order  to  aa« 
slat  tha  eommlaalon  the  Education 
Department  submits  eighteen  Im- 
portant points,  and  also  Invltea  sug- 
Keellonn  from  those  IntPrcstPd  in  the 
inipro\inK  of  our  public  school  edu- 
cation In  response  to  this  kind  In- 
vitation it  gives  me  pleasure  to  make 
a  few  statements  which  have  refer- 
ence pu-tlcularly  to  tha  thlrtaanth 
paragraph,  tIs.:  "How  can  a  vraatar 
emphaala  be  placed  on  tha  davalop- 
ment  of  character  in  puplla  attending 
the  public  srhool.s"'" 

Man  has  nothing  more  Important 
than  character,  for  character  is  the 
sum  of  those  (]ualliles  by  which  one 
man  Is  distinguished  from  another. 
To  me  It  seema  tha  hishaat  trait  In 
human  character  to  hara  a  datarmln- 
atlon  to  hold  on  to  tkat  which  la 
creod,  rafualnc  any  oampromlae  with 
evil,  for  compromise  Is  accepting  a 
little  of  what  one  knows  to  he  wrong 
for  .1  Itttlp  of  what  he  bcliPVPs  to  he 
right.  I'nlPKs  a  puiiil  is  endowed 
with  a  receptive  and  pxpanslve  mind 
based  on  sound  common  nense,  edu- 
cation cannot  bestow  these  qualities 
on  him.  Thia  is  dearly  seen  at  test 
(taamlaatlona  The  following  «ama 
traya  wrtttaa  at  publle  acMool  matric- 
ulation and  are  worthy  of  a  place  in 
profound  literature  '  Atl  n«h  live  in 
water,  they  swim  very  fast,  f\nd  go  up 
river  tn  spoon;"  "CJendpr  is  the  way 
whereby  we  tell  what  eei  a  ni.in  is,  " 
".Monkpys  eat  bananas,  and  the  high 
Cr  claM  of  monkeys  arc  beginning  to 
look  like  mpn;"  "I'osthumous  works 
are  those  things  which  a  man  writes 
after  he  Ig  dead:"  "There  were  no 
Chrli|tlang  amons  tha  aarly  Oaula — 
thay  wara  moataly  lawyara.*'  By 
education  the  whole  nature  of  th' 
pupil  should  be  developed  and  buii' 
up  not  lop-sided,  but  foursquare,  thai 
as  a  cltlsen  his  outlook  on  life  may  br 
high  and  broad  and  his  Influence  may 
be  for  the  betterment  of  mankind. 
A  class  of  boys  were  asked  by  an  In- 
spector what  do  you  come  to  school 
for?  Ha  got  as  answer.  "To  be 
ready  to  tat  ofllce."  That  la  a  popa* 
lar  mlatake  with  many  paranta  aa 
well  ag  with  their  children.  Tha 
practical  achool  'eunieulom  for  which 
many  in  British  Columbia  are  cl.im- 
orlng  Is  a  curriculum  that  will  pre- 
pare the  pupll.i  to  earn  money,  miikp 
a  living,  get  on  In  the  world  All 
these  IhinKM  are  very  good  and  very 
desirable  In  their  place,  but  this  is 
not  the  chief  end  of  education.  The 
chief  aim  of  education  la  to  originate 
and  carry  on  an  erolutlon  of  the 
mind — tha  faeulty  of  raaaoh — arhich 
efiablag  a  man  to  think.  By  way  of 
illuatratlon  In  thla  partloalar,  let  me 
say  that  the  diffarenee  between  King 
t'.eorge  and  tbe  King  of  the  f'rinnlbal 
Islands  In  In  the  power  of  thinking. 
Thp  forniPr  looKs  through  thp  clearer 
atmosphere  of  the  mountain  top  on 
which  his  education  has  placed  him. 
and  as  with  a  powerful  telescope  he 
■weeps  the  distant  horlson,  while  the 
latter  la  in  tba  dark  valley  of  tha 
tlOomy  atambar  of  aca«naat.  unde- 
yalopod  mind,  and  eannot  think  but 
in  a  anall  circle,  or  oount  beyond  the 
ranta  of  tan  fingers.
